QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ABOUT  THE  ENDOWMENT  PLAN. 

1.  WHAT  IS  ANNUAL  GIVING?  Annual  Giving  is  the  habit  of  making  an  annual  gift  to 

St.  Teresa's  through  the  Alumnae  Association.  ; 

2.  WHAT  WILL  ANNUAL  GIVING  BE  CALLED  AT  ST.  TERESA's?  The  Annual  Endowment  Plan  -- 
the  general  membership  present  at  Homecoming  voted  adoption  of  this  program,  and 
termination  of  dues  system. 

3.  HOW  MUCH  SHOULD  I GIVE?  Each  alumna  must  determine  the  amount  of  her  gift.  It 
should  be  dictated  by  her  heart  and  tempered  by  her  financial  situation. 

4.  WHAT  ABOUT  ALUMNAE  DUES?  There  are  no  dues.  An  annual  contribution  to  the  St. 
Teresa  Annual  Endowment  Plan  makes  one  an  active  member. 

5.  WHAT  ABOUT  LIFE  MEMBERS?  A Life  Member  will  always  be  a Life  Member  and  will 
retain  her  active  status  whether  or  not  she  contributes  to  the  Alumnae  Fund.  However, 
'no  further  applications  for  Life  Membership  can  be  accepted. 

6.  WILL  LIFE  MEMBERS  BE  ASKED  TO  CONTRIBUTE?  The  first  mailing  each  year  will  be 
mailed  to  every  lay  member  of  the  St.  Teresa  Alumnae  Association.  Subsequent  mail- 
ings or  reminders  will  not  be  sent  to  Life  Members  or  to  those  who  respond  to  the 
first  appeal. 

7.  WHAT  IS  THE  STATUS  OF  GRADUATES  MAKING  PAYMENTS  ON  LIFE  MEMBERSHIPS?  Anyone  pay- 
ing on  life  membership  is  given  this  option:  to  continue  paying  on  life  membership 

until  it  is  complete,  and  thereby  become  a full  life  member,  or,  to  cease  payment  on 
life  membership  and  assume  role  in  Annual  Endowment  Plan. 

8.  ARE  SMALL  CONTRIBUTIONS  IMPORTANT.  Yes.  Every  contribution  helps  boost  us 
toward  100%  participation. 

9.  HOW  SHOULD  I MAKE  OUT  MY  CHECK?  To  the  St.  Teresa  Annual  Endowment  Plan. 

10.  WILL  I BE  SOLICITED  AGAIN  AFTER  I HAVE  MADE  MY  GIFT?  No. 

11.  WILL  I RECEIVE  AN  ACKNOWLEDGMENT?  Yes. 

12.  WILL  THE  AMOUNT  OF  MY  GIFT  BE  PUBLISHED?  No.  The  Final  Report  and  the  News- 
letter will  contain  the  names  of  all  contributors,  but  the  amount  will  not  be  pub- 
lished except  by  Class  Totals.  Life  Members  will  be  included  in  the  list,  and 
identified  as  such  by  an  asterik.  Those  Life  Members  who  made  a contribution  to 
the  Annual  Endowment  Plan  for  a given  year  will  be  indicated. 

13.  MUST  I GIVE  THE  SAME  AMOUNT  EACH  YEAR?  No. 

14.  MAY  I PLEDGE  OR  PAY  IN  INSTALLMENTS?  Certainly.  However,  both  pledges  and 
installments  must  be  paid  by  December  31.

TWO  OFFICERS  ATTEND  AAC  CONFERENCE 

President  Jean  Mullane,  and  First  Vice- 
President,  Mary  Elizabeth  Dolan,  attended 
the  forty-fourth  general  conference  of  the 
American  Alumni  Council,  held  this  year  on 
Mackinac  Island,  Michigan.  The  meet  was 
held  from  June  28  to  July  2. 

The  St.  Teresa  representatives  stayed  at 
the  Grand  Hotel  on  the  Island  and  divided 
their  time  between  the  meetings  they  con- 
sidered most  apropos  to  local  problems. 

The  conference  emphasized  the  'how  to' 
theme:  how  to  operate  alumnae  programs, 

how  to  raise  funds  for  education,  how  to 
edit  alumnae  publications.  Individual 
discussions  were  made  possible  through 
round  tables  and  consultation  services. 

In  addition,  speakers  on  the  various 
panels  conferred  with  anyone  who  wished  to 
question  him  further. 

St.  Teresa  delegates  were  particularly  in- 
terested in  the  success  story  of  Mt.  St. 
Mary's  College  in  Los  Angeles,  California. 
Miss  Mullane  and  Miss  Dolan  spent  consid- 
erable time  working  with  the  St.  Mary's 
representative  to  set  up  a program  for 
St.  Teresa's. 

Member  colleges  and  universities  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States  sent  over 
seven  hundred  alumni  workers  to  the 
conference .

HALF  COLLEGE  AND  ACADEMY  STAFF 

Sister  Mary  Alfred,  President  of  St. 
Teresa's,  has  informed  the  Alumnae  Associ- 
ation that  funds  from  the  1959  Annual 
Endowment  Plan  will  be  used  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  lay  faculty  members.  Members 
of  the  executive  committee  were  unaware  of 
the  high  percentage  of  lay  faculty,  and 
wished  to  pass  this  information  on  to  the 
membership . 

In  the  College,  there  are  twenty- two  sis- 
ters teaching  full  time,  and  five  part 
time.  Fifteen  lay  teachers  work  on  a full 
schedule,  while  sixteen  teach  part  time. 

The  lay  faculty  members  teach  in  a variety 
of  fields:  philosophy,  sociology,  Spanish, 

home  economics,  business,  physical  educa- 
tion, education,  English,  and  history. 

The  Academy  employs  five  full  time  lay 
teachers  in  addition  to  the  nine  sisters 
on  the  regular  faculty.  There  are  also 
three  part  time  lay  teachers,  as  well  as 
three  part  time  sisters.  The  lay  teachers 
conduct  courses  in  math,  business, 
chemistry,  history,  and  Latin.

SISTER  GEORGIANA  MARIE  TO  EUROPE 

Sister  Georgiana  Marie,  Director  of 
the  Art  Department  at  the  College  of 
St.  Teresa  returned  August  3 from  a 
tour  of  twelve  European  countries. 

Sister  joined  the  Regina  Tour,  origir 
nated  by  Fontbonne  College  in  St. 

Louis,  on  June  3.  Sister  Mary  Damien, 
of  St.  Teresa's  Academy  also  took  the 
journey . 

The  countries  visited  were  Ireland, 
England,  Holland,  Belgium,  Luxembourg, 
Germany,  Switzerland,  Italy,  France, 

Spain,  Portugal,  and  Monaco.  The  high- 
light of  the  tour,  Sister  felt,  was  an 
audience  with  His  Holiness,  Pope 
John  XXIII,  at  St.  Peter's  in  Rome. 

Also  of  special  interest  were  visits  to 
Lourdes,  Fatima,  Ars,  Nevers,  and  Lisieux, 
home  of  the  Little  Flower.  At  Nevers,. 
the  group  viewed  the  body  of  St. 

Bernadette . 

Probably  the  most  picturesque  part  of 
the  tour,  Sister  said,  was  the  chartered 
bus  trip  through  Ireland.  A profusion 
of  flowers  made  it  like  one  big  garden. 

In  Brussels,  they  visited  lace  factor- 
ies and  bought  linen;  in  Venice  they 
saw  leather  tooling  being  done. 

As  an  art  teacher,  Sister  Georgiana  was 
particularly  impressed  with  the  scope  of 
the  tour.  She  was  able,  she  said,  to 
study  architecture  from  a great  variety 
of  periods,  as  well  as  see  the  famous 
masterpieces  collected  in  the  European 
art  museums. 

The  lay  members  of  the  tour,  mostly 
alumnae  and  college  students  of  Fontbonne, 
departed  on  July  19,  but  the  sisters  were 
able  to  extend  their  travel  to  see  the 
historic  spots  connected  with  the  commun- 
ity now  situated  at  Carondolet.  They 
saw  Le  Puy,  France,  where  the  Sisters  of 
St.  Joseph  were  founded  in  1648.  During 
the  French  Revolution  all  religious  or- 
ders disbanded,  and  like  the  rest,  the 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  reorganized  later. 
The  new  community  was  at  Lyons,  France, 
and  it  was  from  there,  that  in  1836,  the 
sisters  were  sent  to  St.  Louis. 
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
